ed a compromise version of the 
record-breaking tax bill today 
which the Treasury estimated 
would increase annual Federal rev- 
enues by $6,881,830,000 and which 
Congressional leaders expected 
would be speedily accepted by both 
chambers next week and sent to 
the President. 

The total amount of taxes called 
for by the bill in its final form 
represented an increase over both 
the Senate and House versions— 
$65,600,000 in comparison with the 
Senate bill. and $593,300,000 above 
the House bill, by Treasury compu- 
tation, : 

The conferees in five days 
reached agreement on 504 amend- 
ments and killed a proposal to 
establish a joint Congressional 
committee to study the question of 
imposing on citizens a compulsory 
savings plan. 

Previously they had accepted

(Sunday), (AP),—A large convoy 
has arrived ‘safely from the United 
States after eluding a German 
submarine pack ‘in a four-day 
hide-and-seek .chase. 

The Air Ministry news service 
said escort work of United States 
Navy planes, the British Navy, and

Flying Fortresses, Catalinas, 
Liberators and Hudsons which 
now are playing an important part 
in Atlantic convoy operations pro- 
vided air cover for the ships. 

The day after U-boats sighted 
the convoy, Catalina flying boats 
operating from Iceland flew out 
over the ships, and the submarines 
withheld their torpedoes. 

The following day, when the 
convoy wag approaching its most 
dangerous waters, ‘coastal com- 
mand Fortresses, Liberators and 
Hudsons joined the American 
planes. 

Air reconnaissance showed that 
the U-boat pack had grown. 

At dawn, American Catalinas 
bombed two U-boats which tried 
to attack, sending the submarines 
into a crash dive before they could 
let go with torpedoes. Oil spread 
over the surface after one of these 
attacks, indicating a direct hit. 

Early that afternoon a Libera- 
tor spotted two more submarines, 
which tried to come up for a 
periscope look at the convoy.

What was said at this notable 
meeting on the heights of 
Berchtesgaden was reported for 
the first time today by Louis Loch- 
ner, former chief of the Associated 
Press bureau in Berlin. Lochner’s 
source was authentic, His informa- 


tion came from a German officer 

who risked his life to give it to 

him. The date of Hitler’s diatribe 

was Aug. 22, 1939.

The veteran foreign correspond- 
ent, whose distinguished reporting 
brought him a Pulitzer Prize in 
1939, said yesterday that Hitler 
cracked the Maginot Line with a 
series of commando raids which 
netted vital information on French 
defenses, and he believes that the 
same preliminary tactics are neces- 
sary to any successful assault on 
the German chain of coastal de- 
fenses. 

“We must interpret the Dieppe 
raid not in terms of lives lost but 
in terms of vital knowledge it 
afforded on enemy strength and 
weakness,” Lochner pointed out. 
One of three newspaper men who 
were permitted to inspect the Sieg- 
fried Line on the Franco-German 
frontier, he had a chance to study 
the manner in which Hitler avoided 
the mistakes of the Maginot Line. 
The. French had relied upon a con- 
nected series of fortifications which 
presented a formidable front but 
lacked strength in depth, whereas 
Hitler dispersed hig defenses in 
such a way that no single break- 
through would prove fatal. 

“I have seen the French coastal 
defenses, as they were when France 
Was overrun and after the Ger- 
mans had further strengthened 
them,” Lochner said.

Their Total of 7658 Tons 


Is 81 Pct. of Quota— 
Collections to Continue 
—Business Place Drive 
Begins Tomorrow. 


The school children’s army of 
150,000 scrap meta] hunters, in two 
weeks of persistent and sometimes 


spectacular activity, has turned in 
15,316,431 pounds of valuable war 
material for the impressive aver- 
age of a little more than 100 
pounds for every enrolled pupil in 
the city and county, public and 
parochial elementary schools. 

Winding up the week at a fast 
pace, the children gathered enough 
scrap Friday to raise their total 
to 7658 tons, which is 81.8 per cent 
of the general scrap quota of 9360 
tons for the city and county. The 
business men’s collection campaign 
now starting, in which the men 
and women will be challenged to 
match the record of the children, 
is expected to take the scrap 
metal collection far above the 
quota. 

For all classes of scrap metal, 
including that from the schools 
as well as from industrial and 
other sources, the total yesterday 
was 24,433 tons, or one-third of the 
over-all quota. 

Week Longer for School Drive. 

Although the intensive scrap 
metal campaign closed yesterday in 
many states, it will be continued in 
Missouri for one more week in the 
schools and for two weekg for 
other collecting agencies. 

Because of the late start, Mis- 
souri has thus far made a poor 
showing in the state records com- 
piled by the National Newspapers 
Scrap Metal Committee. The State 
total had jumped to 55,948 tons in 
the current drive, on the basis of 
reports compiled yesterday by the 
St. Louis newspaper scrap metal 
committee. In this tabulation re- 
ports were missing from 36 rural 
counties. The per capita collection 
for the area covered by the reports 


‘| was 35.9 pounds. Included was the 


St. Louis and St. Louis County ton- 
nage and 10,092 tons from Kansas 
City.* The Kansas City total] in- 
cludes scrap from all sources and 
compares with 24,433 for St. Louis 
and St, Louis County.

some 75,000 men, in a narrow sec-

(The Germans asserted they had 
fought their way into the Red 
Barricade gun factory which ex- 
cept for the Red October factory, 
they said, was the last stronghold 
of Soviet defense in the city. Nu- 
merous strong points and dug-in 
tanks were reported overrun, and 
Russian troops northwest of Sta- 
lingrad were said to be cut off and 
“facing annihilation.”) 

The defenders. had succeeded in 
halting previous Nazi assaults 
along a line of barricaded fac- 
tories and apartment houses in the 
northern suburbs. Now that this 
line was pulverized and partly, at 
least, in enemy hands, new lines 
of defense were raised to cushion 
the latest retreats, but these were 
limited in depth. 

The Russians now face the alter- 
natives of standing firm ‘under 
German battering on the west bank 
of the Volga or striking hard at 
the flanks of thé Nazi salient ‘f 
Stalingrad is to be saved. 

Dispatches described the battle- 
ground as a gruesome scene of 
machines burning in rubble- 
strewn streets with bodies piled 
in mounds across which the Ger- 
mans charged in attack after at- 
tack, 

Swarms of planes constantly 
bombed ‘the Soviet front lines and 
immediate rear, but. still the de 
fenders fought on stubbornly. 
German planes were reported to 
have made more than 1000 attacks 
Friday on the mile-wide sector 
where they broke through, in ad- 
dition to 1500 sorties the previous 
day.

Canadian Hunting. 

With comparatively few ducks 
on the intermediate zone scene, 
hunters may be interested in the 
necessary steps required to go 
hunting in Canada. 

First, men between the ages of 
20 and 65 must procure a permit 
from their local draft boards be- 
fore making plans for a trip out- 
side the United States. The permit 
must be presented at the border. 

United States citizens who wish 
to take their guns into Canada 
for sporting purposes should 
write to the Commissioner, Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, Ottawa,

Problems Confronting 
Operators to Be Dis- 
cussed — Maj. Gen. 
Hershey, Senator Tru- 
man to Speak. 


The War Problems Convention 
of the American Trucking Asso- 
ciations will open its three-day 
gession when Ted V. Rodgers, 
president of the nation-wide or- 
ganization, calls 1500 delegates 
and representatives to order at 
moon today. 

Indicative of the problems and 
difficulties which confront truck 
operators in this national emer- 
gency is the list of speakers who 
will be heard in the course of the 
conclave which ends October 20. 

Major General Lewis B. Her- 
whey, director of the selective serv- 
ice system, who has recognized 
trucking as an essential war in- 
dustry and has instructed local 
draft boards to give special con- 
sideration to deferment of men 


holding more than a score of key 
jobs, heads the list of speakers. 
He will discuss the manpower 


problem particularly as it affects | 


the trucking industry which, ac- 
cording to a recent survey, dis- 
closed that motor carriers have 
lost upwards of 15 per cent of 
their trained personnel to the 
armed services and war factories. 


John L. Rogers, director of the 
motor transport division of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
will discuss two. vital handicaps 
to the trucking industry, the rub- 
ber shortage and the fact that no 
mew trucks are being built to re- 
place those which wear out. 


Sharing the spotlight will be 
Missouri’s Senator Harry S. Tru- 
™man, who, as chairman of the 
special committee investigating 
the national defense program, has 
had occasion to scrutinize bottle- 
necks in transportation which are 
hampering the war effort. As a 
member of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee, Senator 
Truman has first hand knowledge 
of the problems which confront 
the trucking industry. 

Many Special Meetings. 

Aside from general meetings of 
all delegates there will be special 
meetings of various branches of 
the industry. Petroleum trans- 
porters, common carriers, contract 
carriers, household goods haulers, 
local cartage operators, and others 
who have their own particular 
problems to consider will meet. 

The theme underlying the entire 
meeting will be “Keep ’'Em Roll- 
ing.” This is the primary objec- 
tive, according to the heads of the 
industry, and it must be accom- 
Plished in the face of odds that 
are anything but encouraging. 

The trucking industry faced its 
first real test when the United 
States entered World War I in 
1917. The first truck had appeared 
on the streets of Detroit 15 years 
earlier. Shippers were quick to 


“recognize the advantages of the 


truck for hauling freight short 
distances, chiefly within cities 
from and to railroad terminals, 
and trucks began to take over the 
work which had been done former- 
ly by horses and wagons. By 1917 
the truck fleet had grown to 326,- 
000 vehicles. 

Vast movements of men and ma- 
terials made necessary by the last 
war placed a strain on the existing 
facilities of the railroads. The 
Government took control of the 
rails and encouraged the use of 


* motor trucks to supplement the 


rails wherever possible, and trucks 
began rolling out of the cities 
to the open road performing long- 
haul service. 

Once again the nation’s shippers 
jumped aboard the trucking band- 
wagon. They bought trucks of 
their own, or shipped their goods 
in the vehicles of truckmen who 
operated “for hire.” The trucking 
industry began to grow, and regis-

1917 to more than a million by 
1920. The number was doubled by 
1924 and trebled in 1928. 

Today the United States has five 
million trucks in operation. This 
number is more than those operat- 
ed by all other nations combined. 
Motor freight is one of the coun- 
try’s largest industries, It em- 
ploys more than 3,500,000 persons 
and pays more than a million dol- 
lars a day in taxes. 

Nor is the operation of trucking 
concerns limited to men, Today 
there are a number of womén who 
are at the heads of organizations 
operating fleets of trucks which 
distribute the mass production of 
the assembly lines and of essential 
materials to the armed forces and 
the civilian population. 

On the eve of World War II the 
trucking industry had become an 
integral part of America’s trans- 
portation system. When America 
became the arsenal of democracy, 
trucks became a vital supply line. 
The volume pf freight handled by 
truck in 1940 broke all existing 
records. 

As production gained momentum 
the transportation job grew. In 
1941 a new truckloading record 
was established and the industry 
added more than 700,000 new 
trucks to the fleet. As the volume 
of freight climbed, the size of the 
truck fleet expanded and trans- 
portation kept pace. 

The picture of a smoothly oper 
ating machine was changed sub- 
stantially, however, by the bomb- 
ing of Pear] Harbor late in 1941. 
With the crash of the first bomb, 
the signal for all-out war, every 


fort had to be stepped up. Soon 
the Japanese had the rubber plan- 
tations and America had the “ru}- 
ber problem.” Production of new 
trucks for commercial uses was 
also called to a halt. 

The significance of these de- 
velopments at once became clear 
to members of the trucking in- 
dustry. Their share of the trans- 
portation burden was becoming 
heavier. This burden ‘must, of ne- 
cessity, be carried on the trucks 
and tires now being used, There 
are to be no replacements for 
worn-out equipment, and the ex- 
pansion of fleets is utterly out of 
the question. This is the situation 
as the nation’s truckmen open 
their first war time convention. 


TRANSPORTATION PROCLAIMED 
ESSENTIAL TO WAR EFFORT 


The trucking industry, which has 
felt a labor shortage caused by 
employes entering the armed serv- 
ices and war industries, is expect- 
ing some relief from the actions 
of the War Manpower Commis- 
sion which proclaims transporta- 
tion essentia] to the nation’s war 
effort. ; 

Due to the action of the com- 
mission, Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Her- 
shey, director of Selective Service, 
has sent loca] draft boards a list 
of “critical occupations” in high- 
way transportation which are be- 
ing given special consideration in 
classification of registrants. The 
bulletin lists transportation occu- 
pations including storage and 
warehousing services, “requiring a 
reasonable degree of training qual- 
ifications, or skill, to perform the

MOTOR TRUCKS USED 
IN WAR PRODUCTION 


Motor transport is playing a vital 
part in attaining the war produc- 
tion goals set by the President, 
according to Ted V. Rogers, head 
of the A. T. A. Never has the 
value of the motor truck and the 
national highway system been more 
dramatically demonstrated. 
National industry today is a gi- 
gantic, mass-producing plant, 
using the assembly-line technique. 
The production program empha- 
sizes sub-contracting and inter- 
plant operations. Only a portion 
of the guns, planes and other im- 
plements of war are manufactured 
under one roof. The component 
parts of the finished weapon must 
converge on the point of final as- 
sembly by means of highway and 
other transport. 

Now that speed and flexibility 
are essential, the role of the motor 
truck is especially vital, since it 
provides a transportation service 
complete in itself. The motor 
truck moves directly from point of 
origin to destination. Because 
loading and unloading are so time- 
consuming, the fact that a truck 
requires only one loading and one 
unloading makes the use of this 
transport agent indispensable at 
this time. ’ 

A survey recently conducted to 
determine the transportation meth- 
ods used by 749 defense plants in 
Michigan showed that some part 
of both incoming and outgoing 
freight is shipped by truck at 
every one of these factories, In 
13 per cent of the plants all incom- 
ing shipments, and in 15 per cent 
all outgoing shipments, are made 
by truck. In 38 per cent of the 
defense plants studied, 90 per cent 
of the incoming shipments were 
made by truck, while in 43 per cent 
of the giants 90 per cent of the 
outgeing shipments traveled by 
highway. | 

At the end of 1941 there were 
in the United States some 4,912,000 
trucks and tractor trucks, together 
with about 277,000 commercial 
trailers and semi-trailers. These ve- 
hicles alone provide a potential 
haulage capacity at least 40 times 
as great as those of 1917. In ad- 
dition, an estimated stockpile of 
196,000 new trucks and trailer 
trucks, frozen in the hands of var- 
ious dealers, is available for neces- 
sary replacement purposes. 

Fortunate as the nation may be 
with this inventory, it is important 
that the maximum service be ob- 
tained from these carriers. The 
Director of Defense Transporta- 
tion has urged that the present 
facilities be properly maintained 
and applied to most efficient oper- 
ation. 

Many states have removed some 
of the restrictions “for the dura- 
tion,” on transportation by motor 
to facilitate operation. Size and 
weight barriers have been removed. 
Further evidence of the trend to- 
ward liberalization of truck laws 
by states was given at the South- 
ern Governor's Conference held 
recently at Hot Springs, Ark. The 
session ended with adoption of a 
resolution seeking the co-operation 
of all members in establishing com- 
plete and unlimited reciprocity on 
license plates for al) type of car- 
riers, and regional! uniformity with 
respect to restrictions on the sizes 
and weights of motor vehicles, 


Mobile Recruiting Unit. 

The army's recruiting service 
has also taken to wheels. Trucks 
and trailers, 18 in number, were 
put in operation to reach localities 
where there are no established re- 
cruiting stations. They provide 
sleeping quarters for five men, as 
well as full office facilities. Com- 
pletely equipped as a streamlined 
office, the trailer also provides 
living quarters, cooking stoves, 
sinks and clothes closets. 


TRANSPORTATION HAS 
~OLORFUL HSTORY 


The history of the evolution of 


a swift and colorful one. From the 
pack horse of Revolutionary times 
to the present motor carrier many 
events have marked the develop- 
ment of speedier delivery. 

Until the eighteenth century the 
horse was the fastest common 
means of trans on. The Sad- 
diers Guild in England was a pow- 
erful organization, which for many 
years opposed the granting of 
franchises to stage-coach corhpa- 
nies. Their attempts to stop the 
progress of transportation were as 
futile as the efforts of King Ca- 
nute to stop the tides, and the 
franchises were granted. 

Pack Horses Used. 

In America between 1750 and 
1790 nearly every community had 
one or more pack-horse operators 
who engaged in carrying goods for 
otherd. Thousands of men were 
employed, and some operators used 
several hundred pack horses and a 
hundred or more drivers regularly. 
As roads were constructed, pack 
horse drivers and operators saw 


both wagoners and coachmen suf- 
fered violence at the hands of the 
pack horse drivers when they met. 
The wagons, however, could carry 

easier and far more cheaply 
and wagon freight transport be- 
came a profitable business, By 1817 
there were 3000 of the famous six- 
horse team Conestoga wagons reg- 
ularly engaged in hauling goods 
between Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh. 

The canals offered another 
cheap method of transportation. 
During the first half of the 19th 
century more than 4400 miles of 
canals were constructed in the 
eastern part of the United States. 
When the era of railroad building 
began to offer a faster, cheaper 
means of carrying passengers and 
goods, the canals, the wagoners, 
the tavern keepers and farmers 
who raised horses or feed, saw 
their livelihood jeopardized. Rail- 
road tracks were torn up and ties 
were burned. Yet rhe railroad 
met a need, and despite opposition 
they spanned the continent and 
connected all parts of the country. 

Pipe Lines Inaugurated. 

The discovery of oil in Pennsyl- 
vania was responsible for yet an- 
other new method of transporta- 
tion. This method also shared the 
experiences of its predecessors. 
Samuel Van Syckle was jeered 
when he began to build his pipe- 
line from the oil wells of Penn- 
sylvania. When the wagoners who, 
up to that time, had done» most 
of the shipping ‘from the fields 
to the refineries, realized the com- 
petition the pipeline was offering 
they turned out in full force, 
dragged the pipe to the surface 
and cut it. But pipelines proved 
both convenient and economical 
and today the country has a pipe- 
line network 127,000 miles long. 

The first “horseless carriages” 
‘were ham-strung by prohibitive 
tolls and inimical legislation spon- 
sored by the horse haulage inter- 


these vehicles. An early law re- 
quired that self-propelled vehicles 
traversing the highways have 
three operators; that a man should 
precede each vehicle with a red 
flag and that the speed limit 
should be four miles an hour. The 
increasing popularity of the auto- 
mobile relaxed these. and other 
unnecessary restrictions. 

After the first World War com- 


boomed. Severely restrictive legis- 
lation was soon imposed upon the 
highway traffic. The impediments 


were not permanent. In the last

In those ‘early days of simplified 
government there was little sense 
of public responsibility for the 
social welfare of the people. The 
insane ‘were locked in “lunatic 
asylums” .with no thought. that 
any of them could be cured, The 
labor/of convicts was sold to en- 
rich ie grasping manufacturers. 
Thefe was no thought of old- 
age ‘pensions, or of public responsi- 
bility for the care of dependent 
children. There were no: state- 
built roads. There was a start 
toward the building of a state edu- 
cational system, but generally it 
was believed that the “little red 
school house” would provide about 
all the education that was neces- 


sary. 
Piecemeal Changes. oe 


There have been a few changes 
in the Constitution—the initiative 
and referendum, the creation of a 
State Highway Department, and a 
few others—but the changes have 
been piecemeal and disjointed and 
without thought to a revision of 
the Constitution as a whole to 
weld an instrument which would 
provide a system of government to 
meet the needs of a modern state.

enormously effective. When he 
was being talked about in 1940 as 
a possible running mate for the 
President, Senator LaFollette of 
Wisconsin — no mean strategist 
himself — expressed the fervent 
hope thats the Democrats would 
turn elsewhere. “We have a hard 
enough time now,” said LaFollette, 
“but with the President in the 
White House and Byrnes running 
the Senate as Vice-President, bills 
would go through here so fast we 
wouldn’t even have a chance to 
offer an amendment.” 

Byrnes spoke but rarely in the 

Senate, and when he did speak it 
was usually to stick the political 
gaff into some opponent of the ad- 
ministration who had got too brash 
for comfort. Thus, in 1940, he op- 
erated on Senator Taft of Ohio,.a 
Republican presidential aspirant; 
on Charles A. Lindbergh, and, 
later, on Wendell Willkie. He said 
of Willkie that “he doesn’t strad- 
dle the fence; he just leaps from 
one side to the other.” 
When it came to legislation, 
Byrnes adhered closely to his 
maxim: “When you've got the 
votes, don’t say anything; when 
you haven’t—talk.” Generally, 
when he threw himself into a 
fight, he came out with the votes. 
One of his few failures was in 
the 1937 fight to put over the 
President’s court-enlargement 
scheme, and he might have won 
that fight—in the Senate—if Sen- 
ator Robinson had lived. Byrnes 
broke with the great majority of 
his Southern colleagues to favor 
this ill-starred proposal.

HAVE been in the hospital for the 

past week and a half with a new 
war baby. For the first time in a long 
while I have been able to read all the 
news in the Post-Dispatch. 

News—what news? 

I see the local news fully and com- 
pletely covered. I see the leadership 
with which the Post-Dispatch is putting 
over the scrap campaign. I see the efforts 
to improve our local government. In 
short, I see the Post-Dispatch all-out 
for the war effort in every form. 

But then I look for news of the war. 
I know two boys on Bataan, a doctor in 
Hawaii, a boy in India and several on 
ships somewhere at sea. I am not just 
interested in them or merely curious, I 
am deeply concerned. And I am one of 
millions who feel the same way. But the 
news is so scarce, so old when it comes 
that I find myself groping like a blind 
person and wondering daily what is 
going on that we know nothing about. 

Are our leaders afraid that if more 
news were put out their handling of the 
war would be criticised? 

News is allowed out of Alaska that 
they have captured two Japs. Pictures! 
Fanfare! Two Japs! Two hundred 
thousand Japs would be only a begin- 
ning. We have been almost a year at 
war and two Jap prisoners are news! 

The people are tired of this extreme 
censorsuip. It is making us distrustful. 
It is not encouraging us to work on, but 
it is making us full of apathy. Nor do 
we want individual opinions muzzled. 
When Willkie said recently, “I speak 
for myself and I say what I damn 
please,” that is American. That is one 
thing we are fighting for—that Willkie, 
that the Post-Dispatch that John Q. 
Public can speak freely without restraint. 

Never do we want to endanger the 
lives of any of our fighting men. But 
it would be wiser for our leaders to 
put more trust in us if they expect us 
to trust in them and follow their judg- 
ment. If there are any who are using 
the censor to cover up their mistakes, 
then let us find out: about it and let 
them stand up and “take it.” They are 
asking our boys to “take it” every day.

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DOUBLE STANDARD FOR UTILITIES. 

Gov- Donnell and the State Board of Equalization 
would like to know why there is a double standard 
for utilities in Missouri—why one valuation is placed 
on their assets for purposes of taxation, and a dif- 
ferent and higher one for rate-making purposes. 
For an answer, they have turned to the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., one of three utilities 
whose assessments for tax purposes were protested 
by Kansas City as “ridiculously low.” The company 
puts a valuation of $86,032,581 for rate purposes on 
the same property that is listed at $48,712,440 for 
taxes. 
The attorney for the company has pointed out that 
the “records will show that our tax assessment is as 
high in relation to our Public Service Commission 
valuation as that of any other utility.”

Appeasement by State Department 


Documents Not Hitherto Disclosed Are In- 
cluded in Analysis of American Role in Di- 
plomacy in the Last Few Years. '

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17. 
prepared its own official White 


Paper in order to “explain” the diplomacy of recent years 
and to refute critics who have accused the department of ap- 


peasement of the Axis powers, and particularly Japan, preceding 


the attack on Parl Harbor. 

Proofs of the official White Pa- 
per, which contains documents not 
hitherto disclosed, are being circu- 
lated among Government officials 
outside the department for their 
reaction. While in the past after 
long lapses of time the department 
has published official compilations 
of state papers, it is believed that 
this is the first time an effort has 
been made to tell an official story 
so soon after the event. 

As now planned, the White Paper 
will be issued in two parts. One 
will be a chronological narrative 
of America’s role in the diplomacy 
of the last few years. This will 
be followed by a collection of offi- 
cial documents substantiating the 
narrative. 


The department is confident that 
the White Paper will have the 
widest repercussions and afford 
considerable material for use 
against the enemy. 

The most recent blast of criti- 
cism to disturb the department is 
“The Riddle of the State Depart- 
ment,” a highly critical survey of 
recent foreign policy by Robert 
Bendiner, one of the editors of the 
Nation. Bendiner accuses the de- 
partment of appeasing Germany, 
Italy, Spain and Japan. He pre 
sents tables showing the licensed 
shipments of scrap iron, aviation 
gasoline and other materials of 
war to Japan. 

The Bendiner book has stirred 
wide indignation with the depart- 
ment, While no one has deigned 
to make an official “reply,” an 
editorial and a review in the cur- 
rent American Foreign Service 


Journal, an unofficial publication 
of foreign service officers, ex- 
presses very well the point of view 
of the department. 


“No man could have tried harder 
than Secretary Hull,” says the ed- 
itorial, “to keep the peace, yet at 
the same time to warn his fellow 
countrymen of the perils which 
were looming on the horizon.

In 
1940, when steps were being taken 
to confront the dangers of the i1- 
ternational situation, the public 
clamor against the ‘warmongers’ 
was so great that both major po- 
litical parties were compelled to 
insert planks in their respective 
platforms to the effect that Amer- 
ican troops would not be sent over- 
seas except in case of an assault 
on this country.” 

It is this point of view which 
very high department officials ex- 
press when they talk off the rec- 
ord—that public opinion would not 
have allowed them to go any fur- 
ther than they did. And presum- 
ably that will also be the view 
implicit in the forthcoming White 
Paper.

AIR BLOCKADE 
OF GERMANY. 


By MAJ. GEORGE 
FIELDING ELIOT 
(Copyright, 1942.) 

VERY close analogy exists be- 

tween the operations by sub- 

marines at sea and the bomb- 
ing attacks now being directed by 
the United Nations against Ger- 
man-occupied Europe and Ger- 
many itself. 

Both are attacks against com- 
munications or against production 
that is, both are directed toward 
the end of weakening the war ef- 
fort of the opponent either by re- 
ducing his ability to produce ma- 
terials of war, or by impairing his 
ability to transport war materials 
to his theaters of active operation. 
Both are, therefore, forms of block- 
ade, 


There are, in the final analysis, 
only two ways of attacking a na- 
tion, just ag there are only two 
ways of attacking a fortress. 
These two ways are assault and 
blockade. Assault seeks to pene- 
trate the enemy’s defenses, to gain 
access to the interior of the coun- 
try (or the fotress) and to over- 
power the garrison by force of 
arms applied directly against the 
vital centers of life and power. 
It seeks to take physical possession 
of the enemy’s territory and to 
compel him to submit by actually 
disarming and subduing him. ‘In 
other words, assault seeks a direct 
decision. 


Blockade can rarely be decisive 
by itself. It prepares the way for 
assault by weakening the enemy, 
and thus contributes to the deci- 
sion for the accomplishment of 
which actual assault will almost 
always be necessary. Counter- 
blockade—under which term the 
operations of the German subma- 
rine in the Atlantic may be classi- 
fied—seeks to weaken the assail- 
ant, to reduce the force of his 
blows, and thus to contribute to 
a decision by stalemate, which is 
about the best that can be hoped 
for by a power once reduced to the 
defensive. 


Blows at Production. 


The United Nations air opera- 
tions against Germany come under 
the heading of blockade, not as 
sault. They are extensions of our 
blockade by sea, the purpose of 
which is to prevent the Germans 
from obtaining raw materials or 
other supplies from outside the 
continent of Europe.

To Follow Baltimore Pian. 

In each of the chosen areas, the 
pattern set by the “Baltimore 
plan,” which has been in opera- 
tion since last July, will be fol- 
lowed. This plan was declared to- 
day by Fowler Harper, deputy 
chairman of the War Manpower 
Commission, to have worked out 
with notable success. Harper is 
the official in charge of the labor 
control experiments. 

“We have got a lot of ideas from 
the Baltimore test,” said Harper,

Byrnes Facing

the discrimination against Ne- 
groes. Unemployed women form 
the greatest reservoir of potential 
workers, and special efforts are 
being made to enroll a sufficient 
number of them to end the threat 
of a 20,000-worker shortage before 
Christmas. A special recruiting 
center for women has been set 
up, including a display of ma- 
chines operated by pretty girls in 
slacks. If a registrant has the’ 
required experience she is sent to 
a job immediately; otherwise she 
goes into a training class. 

Committee’s Explanation. 

In a statement to Baltimore em- 
ployers at the outset of the man 
power campaign, the management- 
labor Advisory Committee of the 
Man power Commission outlined 
the five-part project and explained 
the reason for each part. 

First, said the -committee, there 
must be immediate stoppage of la- 
bor piracy, a practice “obviously 
out of harmony with the war ef- 
fort.” 

Second, there was the problem 
of absenteeism, which impeded the 
war effort in the same manner as 
labor piracy, though in lesser de- 
gree. This problem must be worked 
out, primarily, between labor and 
management “on a patriotic incen- 
tive basis rather than a punitive 
basis.” 

Third, there must be the fullest 
possible utilization of the area’s 
labor supply. Increasing use must 
be made of woman workers, the 
committee said, and war indus- 
tries must begin to employ and 
train large numbers of older work- 
ers and persons with minor phy- 
sical handicaps. In addition, Ne- 
groes must be employed in far 
greater numbers than now. “All 
local sources of labor must be 
used,” the committee said. “We 
are beginning to scrape the bot- 
tom of the labor-supply barrel.” 
Fourth, the committee called at- 
tention to the aggravation of the 
Baltimore housing and transporta- 
tien problem by the uncontrolled 
importation of outside labor. Em- 
iployers were asked therefore to 
bring in workers only in unavoid- 
able cases, and in such cases to 
do their recruiting exclusively 
through the United States Employ- 
ment Service. 

Fifth, the committee said, there 
must be a large-scale transfer of 
workers from nonessential to es- 
sential industry, and employers in 
the mnenessential lines were urged 
to encourage their employes with 
needed skills to shift to war work. 
This process, it was pointed out, 
‘would require considerable replace- 
’ment of personnel in nonessential 
‘activities. The committee said 
plans for this replacement should 


be started at onc

Nothing, however, disturbed the 
President’s fondness for Byrnes, 
which began in the days when 
Roosevelt was Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy and the South Caro- 
linian, then a hard-working young 
Representative, was helping to 
steer naval appropriations through 
the House. When Roosevelt came 
to the White House he turned nat- 
urally to his old friend, now a 
freshman Senator, to help him with 
the New Deal legislative program. 
Byrnes had been a delegate to the 
1932 convention at Chicago and 
had assisted materially in the 
nomination of Roosevelt. Again 
in 1936 he played an active part 
in the Roosevelt campaign, and on 
his own account, running for re- 
election to the Senate as a New 
Deal adherent, he rolled up the 
largest majority ever given a can- 
didate in his State.\ At the 1940 
third-term convention Byrnes had 
a large hand in stopping a revolt 
against Henry Wallace, the Presi- 
dent’s choice for the Vice-Presi- 
dency.

Congress and wrote his full share 
of opinions. They suggest, as does 
his record in Congress, that in his 
present position he will favor radi- 
cal changes in the country’s econ- 
omy only to the extent that they 
may seem necessary to forward the 
war effort.

could unload. Byrnes said it was 
not the intent of Congress that

When I left Germany, the Ges- 
tapo was moving families out of 
the first floors of buildings at 
strategic street intersections in or- 
der to convert these rooms into 
machinegun nests. What chance, 


lation have to stage a rebellion? 
But when one defeat of the Hitler 
armed forces follows another, 
when Hitler must take even the 
men who are to man these ma- 
chine guns out to the front to fight 
the United Nations, then the mo- 
ment may come for those millions 
of anti-Nazis whom I know to ex- 
ist, to throw off the shackles and 
come out into the open with that 
“Frent of Decent People” which I 
know is being prepared under- 
ground. 

In other words: We simply 
MUST answer Hitler’s total war 
with total effort on our part. Hit- 
ler has the jump on us; he faced 
in advance many of the. problems 
with which we are only beginuzing 
to tackle. It is high time we Amer- 
icans put our country on a 100 
per cent war basis.

There is work for everyone in 
Hospital Aide. First, there are 
assistants to the nurses—women 
who must have a real interest 
and a liking for people. These 
women do various tasks, such as 
checking patients’ clothes, dis- 
charging patients, wheeling pa- 
tients to and from the clinic and 
X-ray, reading to patients, writ- 
ing letters for them, assisting 
with the serving of meals, per- 
forming messenger services for 


‘doctors, nurses and patients, an- 


swering lights to ascertain needs, 
folding and mending linen, ar- 
ranging flowers, keeping bed- 
side tables in order, threading 
needles for the operating room, 
making chart labels and in some 
hospitals preparing surgical 
dressings. 

Persons with previous train- 
ing in typing, shorthand, filing 
and the use of the dictaphone 
are in great demand. They work 
in the admitting office, the lab- 
oratory, the doctors’ office, the 
record room and in the mail 
office. They do secretarial work 
for doctors, nurses and admin- 
istrative officers. 4 

There is also much need for 
miscellaneous types — reception- 
ists in the hospital lobby, in the 
admitting office and in the doc- 
tors’ offices. Volunteers are 
needed for cleaning rooms and 
units after patients have left, 
taking telephone messages, tak~- 
ing books from the library to pa- 
tients, working in the supply and 
utility rooms and dozens of other 
routine but extremely necessary 
jobs. | 
Personal Service in Work. 

T has been the experience of 
| tne various chairmen of Hos- 

pital Aide that after a volun- 


_teer has been placed she takes a 


special interest in her work and 
gives added personal -service. 
This ig particularly true of the 
aides at the Children’s Hospital, 
where Mrs. David M. Skilling is 
chairman of a group of 50. Un- 
der the direction of a trained 
librarian the aides took a special 
lecture ourse on children’s 
books.

From the Repulse Tells of [2 


Action Which Sent It and # 


Prince of Wales to Bottom & 


The plane smacked the sea on its belly and was transformed 


into a gigantic, shapeless mass of fire 


which shot over the sea 


as fast as snakes’ tongues.

The following account of life in 
Singapore before the war and the 
sinking of the battleships Prince of 
Wales and Repulse was taken from 
the book “Action in the East” by 
arrangement with the publishers, 
Doubleday, Doran and Co. 


HEY said of Singapore, fabu- 
T ious commercial citadel built on 
a jungle swamp, that one-time 
ocean Grand Central of the Orient 
—they said of it that when the war 
began in 1939 it fell asleep after 


setting the alarm clock for Armis-~ 


tice day. 
That was true. 


With a few exceptions, the white 
civilian population evinced no in- 
terest in the war whatsoever, ex- 
cept at the breakfast table when 
their papers, reporting news from 
the battle fronts of Russia and 
North Africa, gave them something 
exciting to chatter about. They 
were dead keen to read all about 
it—in the same way as boxing fans 
in some remote part of the world 
might follow daily reports of an 
interminable world championship 
somewhere in the United States. 


When I came down on the water 
there in an Empire flying boat 
from Cairo, I remembered all that 
I had read and heard of Singapore 
over a period of years—*“the great- 
est floating dry dock in the world; 
it can take the biggest battleship 
and still have room to spare.” ... 
“Singapore’s naval base cost £30,- 
000,000.” ... “Its guns are bigger 
and better than Gibraltar’s.” .. « 
“It is an impregnable fortress.” ... 
and similar claptrap. 


It was apparent to almost every- 
one there that Singapore was a 
city standing on a swampy founda- 
tion, both literally and figuratively. 
To all, that is, except the tuans be- 
sar, which is Malay for “Big Busi- 
nessmen,” or just big shots. I was 
taken to the Singapore Club by a 
friend one day. It was the second 
most important club in the Orient. 
It was a club founded by tuans 
besar for tuans besar. 


of being overheard by our 
ployes,” as one of them explained 
to me, 

I had lunch there. There were 
some 20 items on the menu, and 


— from their midday glut- 
ny. 

Meanwhile, up in the north, . at 
Khota Baru, the Japanese made 
their heaviest landings, pushing

Japanese spies (I knew one or 
two) were allowed to go about 
their business without undue inter- 
ference right up to the last day. 

Those vertebrae of the Japanese 
secret service, the bespectacled 
Japanese photographers, who had 
their studios in almost every city, 
town and village throughout Ma- 
laya, Borneo, Siam, Burma, The 
Netherlands East Indies, were 
largely unmolested until the first 
Japanese bombs fell on Singapore. 

I know one Japanese “photog- 
rapher” (he had his store in Sing: - 
pore) who got away with a: minor 
coup a few weeks before Japan 
attacked. A newly arrived military 
photographer from the Middle 
East handed him a roll of film to 
be developed. It contained certain 
air pictures taken in the Western 
Desert. When he went back to col- 
lect the developed roll, the Japa- 
nese “photographer” could not 
find it. ‘ 

“You've bloody well got to find 
it!” declared the white photog- 
rapher, who now sensed trouble. 
They searched the shop and found 
nothing. They examined roll after 
roll, but the roll from the Western 
Desert was not to be found. 
Courageously, promptly, the white 
photographer went to the police 
and confessed his thoughtlessness, 
The. Japanese “photographer” 
had his shop ransacked by detec- 
tives, but, of course, nothing was 
found. The result of a strong talk 
by the senior detective to the Japa- 


nese was an. advertisement that: 


ran in Singapore newspapers for 
several days: “Will the customer 
who mistakenly took away from 
the undermentioned shop a roll of 
film which did “not belong to him 
please return it immediately. IM-

I remembered the officers in the 
Prince of Wales’ wardroom the 
previous week saying they expected 
the most reckless flying from the 
Japanese. It did not come to pass.

He hit that back with his right 
first and pointed with his left, his 
forefinger stabbing at the new 
plane. Still blazing, the whole gun 
platform turned quickly in that 
direction and rained its hail of 
death on the Japanese.

SAW the tracers rip into its 
fuselage, dead center. The fabric 
opened up like a rapidly spread- 
ing sore with red edges and yel- 
low center. The fire swept to the 
tail. In a moment the stabilizer 
and rudder became a framework 
skeleton.

sea. 

We cheered like madmen. I felt 
my larynx tearing at the effort 
to make myself heard above the 
roar of the guns.

The interpre- 
tation is on the impersonal side, 
which ig exactly right, and the 
performance of the band puts it 
in the virtuoso class.

When one has to judge Lily 
without benefit of her be- 
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OOLGATHERERS are people who think beautiful thoughts 
W while others are speaking. This is very fine for the woolgath- 

erers, but it is hard on the speakers, who eventually discover 
that nothing they said has been heard, so they will have to say it 
all over again. 

Some woolgatherers are exceedingly clever at appearing to hear. 
They can look the speaker straight in the eye and laugh or say 
“Ah-hon” at precisely the right time, It may be some days before 
the woolgathering is detected. | 

Suppose the speaker has discoursed upon some vital matters. 
Several days later the woolgatherer will address the speaker reproach- 
fully and inquire, “Why didn’t you tell me the young Smith couple 
had twins?”, or “So you have known all along that Cousin Eimer was 
engaged to the Widow Green. You might at least have mentioned 
it to me.” Nothing will convince the woolgatherer that the whole 
matter was treated at great length in his presence at last evening’s 
dinner table. : 

Or woolgatherers may have the gift of recording on their brains 
the last sentence spoken, even though they haven't listened, Thus 
the speaker may suspect a woolgatherer, stop suddenly and exclaim 
indignantly, “What's the use of my talking? You haven’t heard a 
word.” But what is the speaker to do when the woolgatherer replies 
disarmingly: “Indeed I have, dear. You said you saw Betty downtown 
and her legs were painted and she had a rose cold.” 

‘Much easier to handle are the woolgatherers who let their eyes 
as well as their minds wander. One of this type will pick out a spot 
on the wall or ceiling and stare at it, thereby instantly raying 
himself, In this case he may bé brought back to consciousness by 
a whistle, a hiss, a snapping of the fingers or rapping on the table 
with a piece of flat silver. His attention will be gained for at least 
a minute or two before he returns to woolgathering. That may give 
the speaker just enough time to inform him that the pipe in the 
cellar has sprung a leak and it is up to him to repair it, or to warn 
him that she is down to her last nickel and if he wants to eat, he 
had better bring home some cash. 

Most dangerous of all are the woolgatherers who pass from con- 
sciousness to unccnsciousness and back again. Such a woolgatherer’s 
mental picture of the remarks made by the speaker will be peppered 
with blank spaces that have to be filled in. He may, for example,

Humor in 'Bambi’ 
By Colvin McPherson 


that the Walt Disney studio has become a large and efficient 

factory and feature-length cartoons are looked upon as no more 

“miraculous to movie-makers than a flying boat Mars to Ship- 

builder Henry J. Kaiser, the judgment on a new Disney cartoon feature 

such as “Bambi,” at the Ambassador Theater, must be on the basis of 
what is expected and what is delivered. 

“Bambi,” inspired by the Felix Salten book of that name, under an 
American publication date of 1929, is the story of a deer of the forest. 
Bambi is born, grows up, has a family of his own. ‘He encounters life 
and death, experiences hunger and fear and learns to love. Disney’s 
exposition of all this is gentle, wise and skillful. 

With each year and each issue, the Disney cartoon technique has 
become more of an art. Just to look at, “Bambi” is beautiful. Forest 
scenes have depth and mgjesty, forest animals have vigor and reality. 
The mists of a summer morning, the carnival colors of autumn, the 
snows of winter are lovely; even the startling, searing draft of forest 
fire is lovely. And such an action scene as the antler duel between 
Bambi and another stag in half-light makes even real photography 
seem flat by comparison. 

The Disney reputation and fortune, however, were made in comedy 
and Mickey Mouse, Donald Duck, the Three Little Pigs, Dopey the 
Dwarf, Jiminy Cricket and Dumbo are not enshrined in the hearts of 
the movie public for their beauty. It is no surprise, then, that 
Thumper the Rabbit and Flower the Skunk steal the show from Bambi, 
except when young Bambi, in his awkwardness, is making a fool of 


himself. 


Easy Way To Learn 


Lowdown on Animals 

“Bambi” is good enough at any time, but when Thumper 
is around it is better. Thumper’s inquisitive remarks to 
Bambi’s mother about her baby—“Whatcha gonna call it?” 
and “He doesn’t walk very good, does he?” Thumper’s teach- 
ing Bambi how to say “bir-r-r-d.” Thumper’s lessons in how to 
jump a log and Bambi’s consequent belly-buster. Even Thump- 
er’s love affair with a little bwown wabbit is more hilarious 
than Bambi’s becoming “twitter-pated” over Faline or Filow- 
er’s finding a pair of laughing eyes among the daisies or dog- 
fennel, 

As a nature study—and perhaps “Bambi” was meant to be 
no more than that—the film at the Ambassador teaches things 
about animal life that could not be learned in a year’s labora- 
tory experience with a formaldehyded dogfish shark or dessi- 
cated rana pipiens (frog, little chillun’). Knowledge of anat- 
omy has always been a field in which Disney and his staff 
completely outclass their rivals. No better illustration could 
be given than “Bambi.” 

The opening scenes of “Bambi,” in which the wobbly-legged 
young fawn struggles to his feet, sits down suddenly, tries again 
and gets one jeg wrapped around the other, are a kind of com- 
edy which only the sympathetic student of nature alive may see. 

And Disney’s men did see it. By arrangement with‘ Mrs. 
Belle Benchley of the San Diego zoo, they were notified of the 
expected arrival of a fawn and got there, by plane, three min- 
utes after the stork had made a landing. On sketch pads and 
16-millimeter films, they set down the youngster’s first. reac- 
tions to the big, wide world, as the film audience now sees 
them. 


Orson Welles Strikes 
Twice in Same Place 


AMBI could wonder no more about the big, wide world than a 
Bows reviewer does about Orson Welles. We have Mr. Welles with 

us again, in “The Magnificent Ambersons,” at the Fox Theater, 
albeit he does not appear in person, but only lends the unctuous ele- 
gance of his voice to the narration. Of course, he produced and di- 
rected the picture also, and wrote the screen play. 

The disturbing thing about Welles is that he is not only a man 
with theatrical talent, but with venturesome ideas. In his first film, 
“Citizen Kane,” he not only had a newspaper empire agog, but had the 
public asking questions and reviewers awake and alert. Now comes 
“The Magnificent Ambersons,” and Welles again does dazzling things 
with the screen. Part of the result is excellent, part of it bad. 

One fact is incontrovertible. Welles is a superb director of actors. 
Dolores Costello, Tim Holt, Anne Baxter and Joseph Cotton all have 
talent, of kinds, but in “The Magnificent Ambereons,” Welles requires 
each to give an excellent performance. 

In recreating the life of the Nineties, from Booth Tarkington’s 
novel, Welles has made the era understandable for the first time. The 
easy flow of conversation and movement of the guests at a party in 
the Amberson mansion gives a glimpse of what must have gone on in 
many of the castles now gone from Vandeventer place, as well as in 
the Ambersons’ home town, 

Welles seems able, moreover, to have his camera at the right place 
at the right time, as when he surveys the faces of those at the Wilbur 
Minafer funeral from the level of the casket. Or when he catches a 
conversation between Aunt Fanny and George not from close up but 
from down a long corridor, as an eavesdropper might. He continually 


gives his audience new experiences. 


Young Man of Promise, 


No Matter What Happens 

In a business where as much light is used on a love scene 
as on an operation for appendicitis, it is somewhat stimulating 
to find Welles using a little gloom, even though he overdid 
it very badly in “Citizen Kane” and still mixes too much in 
the recipe for “The Magnificent Ambersons.” 

Another trick is purely photographic. Even as sequences 
of “Citizen Kane” were done in a style that duplicated old 
newsreels, scratches on the film and all, Welles offers a family 
group of Ambersons in the style of a faded photograph, hard 
contrasts and deteriorating image. In fact, many “frames” or 
separate images from the film might look very much like mate- 
rial from the family album. 

Because “The Magnificent Ambersons” does vary the 
pattern of motion pictures, because parts of its photography 
and dialogue are indistinct, for dramatic or realistic effect, 
because its script, obviously modeled after Welles’ radio 
dramatizations, sweeps along and does not stop to explain, 
“The Magnificent Ambersons” will not only fail to satisfy 
many persons, but will actually irritate them. 

At last Wednesday night’s preview of the film, the 
protests were more than few and more than silent. Welles 
reserves the credits for the end of the picture and after 
introducing actors and giving the names of the staff, modestly 
says that he directed and wrote the screen play himself. 
“Yes, and you ought to be hanged,” shouted one dissatisfied 
customer.

Of course, as 
the President keeps telling them, 
they do not know nearly so much 
about everything as he knows 
about everything. Of course, they 
frequently hear only part of the 
story, say what one of his subor- 
dinates thinks and not what all 
pot them think or what he himself 
jeninks, and that must be very an- 
mnoy: and not at all the way 
things ought to be in a more per- 
fect world.

and their own spasmodic and 
insufficient private investigations, 
and editors would be able to ana- 
lyze and interpret and comment 
upon an informed debate instead 
of having to conduct the debate 
themselves.

47 HAT Roosevelt must not as- 
. sume, even unconsciously, is 
that in this vast and complicated 
struggle he does not need the help 
of an opposition. He needs it very 
much, No matter how great his 
vision and his initiative, they are 
not sufficient to the immense tasks 
which have to be done, and many 
things that must be done do not, 
therefore, get done.

On the outside there was no op- 
position strong enough to force the 
issue and end the drifting and 
compel decisions.

I can well understand that to

Yet a critical opposition is indis- 
pensable, and in so far as it is not 
made more responsible it will in- 
evitably become more irresponsible. 
Mr. Roosevelt may discredit his 
conscientious, even if imperfect, 
critics; the only result will be to 
strengthen and multiply his irre- 
concilable critics.

HERE will have to be more 

criticism. For it is becoming 
quite evident that owing to the 
traffic jam which still exists at 
the White House, many urgent 
matters are stalled way down the 
line. 

Unfortunately, there is a similar 
difficulty in London, and in con- 
sequence projects languish and de- 
cisions are not made which are 
absolutely necessary to the conduct 
of the coalition war as a whole 
and to a healthy evolution of Brit- 
ish-American relations specifically. 

The affairs of two great states, 
both of them in the midstream of 
an immense historical movement, 
cannot be conducted solely on a 
day-to-day basis by preoccupied 
men. Yet less preoccupied men 
have no authority to decide. This 
is the true cause of the little irri- 
tations, which are causing many 
to forget the meaning and the 
shape of the war, and thus their 
paramount duty and their vital 
interest. 

The time could come when Mr. 
Roosevelt could wish that, instead 
of resenting the critics, he had re- 
sponded to such grains of truth 
as may be found in all their chaff.
